WMblngton, March — AitbouKb 
ttk9 Situation at Tien 'X'sln waa never 
regarded here as really danserout, the 

utllclalB felt that a prolongation Of the 
hostile attitude ot tlu; UntlBh and Rus- 
Bian forces niir;lit lead to trouble In 
the end, bo that the news of the ar- 
rangements by which both of the pow- 
ers are enabled to recede from their 
positions without loss of honor was 
well r<'C('ivt'il iiiTo. With this fxeiting 
Issue withdrawn, the Chinese trouble 
bM aasomed a less menacing aspect, 
and ft Is reported the ministers have 
been able, leaving In abeyance the 
troublesome suhjcct of inacninitln, to 
make some tieadwa/ toward the dis- 
position of the points remaining to be 
adjustsd under the articles subscribed 
to by China and the powers as the ba- 
sis for tlie Joint meeting at Peking. 

Further inciulry into the indemnity 
question nial<es it appear that the sum 
of |2U0,uuu,UUU, which our government 
considers the maximum that should 
be levied upon the Chinese as a tax. 
Is absolutely the limit of Chinese abil- 
ity, aecordliig to the caleulations of 
the omclais best informed aa to the 
resources of China. The Hgure name'i 
does not represent the aggregate of 
the Indemnities claimed. On the con- 
trary, it Is understood that those are 
very much larger. The United Stat^-s 
nxed upon the sum of |25,0UU,UUU as a 
suitable indemnity to be claimed, not- 
withstanding' officials of the various 
departments arc satisfied this sum 
would provide for the payment of only 
a certain percentage of the items 
Claimed, because it was felt that this 
was as much as we should claim pro- 
portionately of thetotal of |200,ouo,ooo. 
it 18 not thi) intention to divide the 
»200, 000,000 into as many equal parts 
as there are powers, but while dividing 
it Into eight or ten parts, to see to it 
tAat tbeae parts are so proportioned 
as to i;ompenBate the powers in ac- 
cordance with the outlay they have 
been put to in suppressing the Uoxer 
troubles. This government would be 
Willing to abate the 9)S6,0(M),ouO claim 
If the other powers would reduce their 
claims in the same proportion, even to 
tlie extent of reducing the total esti- 
mate to |1 00, 000, (too. If by so doing the 
Chinese government could be relieved 
by haTlng the tax adjusted to Its abll- 
ttles. Hut although in graT* doubt 
whether China can pay more than 

JIOO.UOO.OOO, our governni.at ffils 
itself bound to secure compensation 
for its dtisens and itself to the same 
extent as is secured by other powers, 
and Is especially resolved to do this 
because of the conviction that a tot^il 
abandonment of our claims, or even a 
heavy reduction w ithout con t spondlng 
action on the part of the other powers, 
wonld rather injure than belp China 
by iMtroylng whatever of restrainins 
latiaence the state department has 
so far been able to exert upon les4 
sympathetic powers.

New York, March 22. — A dispatch 
from Tien Tslu says altercations con- 
tinue between the French and British. 
An Indian officer of high rank horse 
whipped a French sergeant. The dis- 
cipline of the French forces leaves 
muob to be desired. While the French 
offleers are evidently doing their best 
to maintain discipline, it would not 
Burprlso any one to see the French 
troops get beyond control at any mo- 
ment Already have been heard 
Freneh aeldlera hlsalBg their own offi- 
cers, and it is reported that some 
JiYench otlicerB have been stoned in a 
raysteriouH manner by missiles com 
ing from untraceable quarters. 

Oontingenta ot Coesaeks are contiu- 
aally arriving, and the Russians have 
600 more men than they had a day pre- 
vious. Nothing has been heard of the 
arrival at the mouth of the river of the 
expected reinforcements from Port Ar- 
thur or New Cbwang. On the other 
hand, It is reported and believed here 
that tlie liritish fle<'t Is collecting at 
Wel-Hai-Wel for the purpose of malt- 
ing a naval demonatratloa bgaUiBt 
Port Arthur. 

Contrary to expectation!, three days 
have passed without serious conflict. 
The Russians, with the help of between 
3U0 and 40U coolies, are building a 
road along the river In front ot their 
concession. They reached a point 
within 50 yards of the British senti- 
nels. The British advanced picket 
lines between 30 and 40 feet from the 
bank, and there would not be room for 
the road to be constructed wtl^iputdls* 



turblng t'le ground upon which the 
British picket Is stationed. General 
Campbell informed the Russians, how- 
ever, that he wonld regard as an act 
of aggression any attempt of railroad 
builders to disturb the sidetrack or 
undermine the positions of the British 
sentries. Thursday morning the Rus- 
sian working parties stopped work on 
the riverside road when they had 
reached a point within 20 feet of the 
British position. They subsequently 
resumed the construction of the road 
at a point 400 yards further on. The 
danger ot actual conflict was thua ob- 
viated for the present. 

It is understood hero that General 
Campbell will make no reply to the 
Russian demand for an apology. 
The New South Wales naval brigade 

Is hsre from Peking for the purpose 
of reinforcing the Victorian contingent 
in guarding the British settlement. The 
presence of these troops and the arri- 
val of marines from Taku has had a re- 
assuring effect unon the community. A 
plan to barricade the British settle- 
ment has been much discussed, but 
has not been carried out 

Troops Withdrawn. 
Feklng, March H'i. — ^The troops on 
both sides of the disputed land at Tien 

Tsln have been withdrawn and all dan- 
ger of a fracas is ended, 'i'tie opinion 
of the British is that the promiitneus 
of General Barrow in calling up the 
marines from Taku prevented a col- 
lision. The British report that prior 
to the arrival of the marines sentries 
were supplied fiom tlu> .Madras pio 
neers, who for several days were sur 
rounded by crowds of foreign soldlern, 
mostly French, who assailed them with 
all kinds of abuse, calling them "cool- 
ies." The .Madrasese were becoming 
restive, when the marines arrived at 
night and quietly relieved them, and 
it was only when daylight appeared 
that the Hussiani dlsoovered the 
change. 

Alarming Reports. 

New York, March 22. — A dispatch 
from Berlin says a numtier of newspa 
pers publish alarming news regarding 
the situation in China. England is 
said to be backing up Japan, which is 
mobilising her army, and the Russian 
fleet Ms assembling at the Yalu river. 
The mediation of Count von Waldersee 
in the Tien Tsln dispute has been re- 
fused by both Bnglish and Russians. 
An article in the semi-official Post does 
Its best to calm the pQbllc mind and 
states there is no ground for anxiety. 
Certain influences, it is said, will be 
exerted In order to prevent the present 
conflict becoming more embittered. 

Manchurlan Treaty Modified. 
London, March 22. — Advices have 
been received here from Peking to the 

effect that Yang Yu, the Chinese min- 
ister at St. Petersburg, recently stated 
that modifications of some of the artl 
cles of the Manchurlan treaty had been 
conceded by Russia. It Is claimed 
these moditlcations were intened to 
avoid placing obstacles in the way of 
the sovereignty and Independence of 
China. The modlttcatlons were for- 
warded by the Chinese plenipotentia- 
ries to the oourt at 8ian Fu. An edict 
has been received at Peking In reply 
stating that the treaty can not receive 
imperial sanction. 

Chinese Decree. 
Berlin, March 22.— A dispatch from 
Peking says an Imperial decree In ac- 
cordance with the peace conditions 

has been placarded on the walls of 
Peking threatening all anti-foreign so- 
cietlea with punishment

Chamberlain, informed Mr. Trevelyan, 
Liberal, that be was unable to inform 
the house what were the Boer reasons 
lor rejecting the peace terms. 

■the parliamentary papers giving dc 
tails of the negotiations between the 
Boer commander»ln-cbiet, General Bo- 
tha, and Lord Kitchener, commanding 
the British forces in South Africa, be 
gin with a telegram from Alfred Mil- 
ner to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. 
1 he dispatch is dated Pretoria, Feb. 22, 
and states that Mrs. Botha bad return- 
ed from a meeting with her husband, 
bringing a letter in reply to Sir Alfred 
M liner's verbal message offering to 
meet General Botha as a means of end- 
ing the war, on the express under- 
standing that he could not discuss the 
question of Independence. 

Lord Kitchener, Feb. 28, reports a 
long intei vK \v with ("leiieral Itotha, 
who showed very good feeling and 
seemed anxious for peace. He asked 
for information which he said he would 
subrtiit to his g()vernment, the generals 
and the pt-ojile. If they agreed 
would visit the Orange Itiver colony 
and get them to agree. Should all 
then band in their arms It would finish 
the war. He said they could go on for 
some time, and he was not sure h- 
would be able to bring about pea e 
without independence. "1 declined to 
discuss such a point," said Lord Kitch- 
ener, "and said a modified form ot le- 
dependence would be most dangerous 
and would lead to war in the future.

Washington, March 22.— The Nebrna- 
ka senatorial situation was considered 
at a consultation between the presi- 
dent and S< notar Hanna, chairman of 
the llepubllcan national committee. 
The administration is anxious tiiat the 
deadlock in the legislature be broken, 
in order that the election of two Re- 
publican senators may be arcompllsh 
ed, and the Kepublican national <'om- 
mittee has been exerting Its influenc e 
to that end. Senator Hanna did not 
relish the publication of the telegrams 
which he sent to Lincoln urging acqui- 
escence in the will of the majority, and 
says he will send no more ttdegrams 
to people to make them public. He 
may, however, find a way of answering 
the telegram sent to him by the ten 
bolting Republicans, declaring that the 
election of D. K. 'I'hompson, one ot the 
can<lldates, would be disgraceful. 

■'I have h()i)' s, ■ said th<> senator. 
When he left the White House, "that 
sooner or later loyalty to the Republic- 
an party will bring the bolters to tholr 
senses." 

The telegram sent by Senator Hanna 
urging the election of Mr. Thompson 
was as follows: 

"Hon. J. A. Whltmore: The friends of 
the administration here are deeply 
coneernc d abtuit senatorial deadlock 
in your state, and we ask your influ- 
ence to secure settlement on caucus 
recommendation by national commit- 
tee." Ten of the anti-Thompson men 
joined in the following iidegram to 
Senator Hanna: "Short caucus nomi- 
nation ignores recommendations of na- 
tional committee. His election would 
be disgrscefnl to state and suicidal 
to party. Will oppose him to the end."
